STIRRING UP NESTS. 


Gerald White, M.P., Inquires After 
France's Hens. 


Gerald White, of Renfrew, 
when he is not advocating the build- 
ing of the Georgian Bay Canal, likes 
to poke about in Sydney Fisher’s De- 
partment, has been particularly ac- 
tive of late in asking ‘‘egg” questions. 
By dint of much probing he elicited 
from the genial Minister of Agricul- 
tur» the information that so far this 
fiscal year, no less than 43,949 dozens 
of “hen fruit’’ were imported into 
Canada. The Chintse who have pitch- 
ed their laundries on our soil, seem 
to run to eggs of the homeland varie- 
ty, for they imported no less than 
30,000 dozens, while from Germany 
there came 48,000 dozens, with more on 
the way. During the whole of last 
year France only .sent 108 eggs (not 
dozens, mind you) into Canada, and 
this year she has sent none. What is 
wrong with the French hen? Why, 
should her product not come on to 
the Canadian breakfast table, especial- 
ly since the treaty engineered by our 
high-class diplomats, Messrs. Fielding 
and Brodeur, went into effect, and a 
special subsidized seeamint ip service 
between Havre and Canadian ports 
was inaugurated?; If Henri Bourassa

breed has been improved and the breed 
“refined” by the American breeders 
who bave cultivated this breed for the 
last thirty years, writes EB. M. Barton 
in Hoard’s Duiryman. The method of 
“refining” bas consisted In feeding the 
calves jess liberally while they are 
growing and ‘in breeding the beifers 
about a year earlier than Ix the Swisae 
practice, thus making them lighter 
and leaner than they would be if they 
had bad the usual care thut is given 
to young cattle in Switzerland. By 
following this practice for two or three 
generations the normal weight of the 
cows ix reduced two or three. hundred 
pounds, and this is done without spoil- 
ing the cows for milking purposes. 

Whether this practice takes off some- 
thing from the milk and butter quality 
and whether it takes off something 
from the useful life of the cow is hard 
to preve one way or the other, but I 
hold to the theory that, the breed being 
of the highest dairy quality and at the 
same time of considerable weight, »s 
it bas been bred for hundreds of gen- 
erations in Switzerland, the chances: 
are that the “refining” process, so- 
called, which has gone on in this coun- 
try is in reality a stunting process and 


as is practiced th Switzerland. and 
comparatively late breeding of the 
heifers we shall keep to the true Swiss 
type and have better milk and butter: 
yields ané longer life.
